Forestry, Conservation, Field Sports Featured 


“There is a new day ahead for Exploring in the Chicago Area Council,” 
according to Bryan S. Reid Jr., president of the Council, as he acknowl- 
edges the new Explorer Camp located near Wautoma, Wisconsin, which 
is the gift of Charles J. and Ethel S. Merriam. Announcement of the acquisi- 
tion was made at the Council Annual Business Meeting on Saturday, 
January 27, at McCormick Place. 


MERRIAM’S INTEREST IN SCOUTING 
In presenting the new base to the Coun- 
cil, Mr. Merriam, prominent Chicago at- 
torney, indicated that he had a long 
standing interest in Scouting and its camp- 
ing program, It is his hope that the prop- 
erty might stimulate young men to a 
keener interest in nature and particularly 
forestry and conservation, which is so 
important to the future of our country. 
The base, un-named at the present time, 
is 200 acres in size with a 30 acre spring- 
fed lake typical to that part of Wisconsin. 
The lake contains a good stock of fish. 
There are approximately 68,000 Norway 
Pine trees which range from one growing 
season to 15 years in age, and approxi- 
mately 95 to 100 acres of oak woods. A 
ranger, John Roy, has already been em- 
ployed. 


EQUIPMENT INCLUDED IN GIFT 

Building features include the ranger’s 
home, residence for a seasonal program 
director, two-story barn which has been 
converted for recreational purposes, beach 
house, small fleet of boats, fishing and 
other water sport equipment as well as a 
jeep and farm implements. The ranger’s 
home, and the program director’s residence 
are completely furnished with household 
appliances and accessories.

The official name of our Council was 
changed, as a result of action at the An- 
nual Meeting on January 27th, from Chi- 
cago Council to Chicago Area Council. 
This more accurately describes our terri- 
tory which includes 19 communities in 
addition to the City of Chicago. They are 
listed in the COUNCILer masthead above. 


In other action by the board, the posi- 
tions of chairman and vice chairmen of 
the executive board were eliminated with 
the adoption of new articles of incorpo- 
ration. 


Wayne A. Johnston retired as president 
of the Council after ten years of dedicated 
service in that position. He is president 
of the Illinois Central Railroad and serves as 
a member of the Regional Committee and 
executive board of the National Council. 


1,200 ACRES AVAILABLE TO 
EXPLORERS 

Mr. Merriam, at the time of his gift to 
the Council, contributed several adjoining 
tracts of land totaling 1,000 acres to the 
University of Illinois. Tree plantings on 
this land total almost 800,000 pines in 
various stages of growth. Through an 
agreement with the University of Ilinois 
and the Executive Board of the Chicago 
Area Council, the entire 1,200 acres may 
be used by Explorers.
